Justice Rivers Named To N. Y. Supreme Court 

Justice Francis E. Rivers, $22,000-a-year New 
York city court jurist, was certified to sit on the 
bench of the New York state supreme court, marking 
the first time in U. S. history a Negro has been named 
to hold such a high state judicial post, JET learned. 

A special five-man committee of the state’s appel- 
late court approved the selection of Justice Rivers, 
an 11-year veteran jurist, in an emergency action 
to relieve a crowded supreme court docket. Justice 
Rivers will begin hearing cases in the court, the 
state’s second highest, on Sept. 7 and will work until 
the end of December. He was selected from a group 
of city court justices. 

Boomed as a likely nominee for a U. S. district 
court judgeship in the New York area, Justice Riv- 
ers, 60, was appointed by Gov. Dewey to the city 
court in 1943, but two months later was elected to 
a 10-year post over three white candidates by a 
21,469 vote margin. He was re-elected in 1953.

In the by-line 
piece, slated for publication before the crucial fall Con- 
gressional elections, Powell describes GOP accomplish- 
ments in two years as more than what was done in 20 
years under the Democrats, it was disclosed. 

Top Democrats urged Powell to “forget the proposal” 
and remain loyal to the out-of-office Democrats, informed 
sources said. Powell, in so many words, politely told them

NAACP Sets 1-Year Limit On Jim Crow Schools 
NAACP leaders, meeting in Dallas for the 45th annual 
convention, warned they would renew legal suits unless 
all Jim Crow schools in the United States were closed 
within a year. Speaking to 700 delegates from various 
states, NAACP legal counsel Thurgood Marshall set Sep- 
tember, 1955, as the target date for school desegregation. 
He also announced the NAACP would proceed next 
against Jim Crow parks, transportation and housing fa- 
cilities.

A Manhattan junior high school teacher, who five years 
ago bought five acres of land in South Nyack, N. Y., for

as a through-way at a price of $50,000. Mrs. Lovelia 
Cobb, a divorcee, said she will build a $30,000 colonial- 
type home on the remaining acre of land. Meanwhile, 
she and two other teachers left Boston last week on a 
two-month tour of Europe. 


Explosion Nearly Destroys Ky. Negro’s Home 

The $11,300 ranch-style home of a Louisville electrical 
engineer in a white neighborhood was virtually destroyed 
by a mysterious midnight dynamiting. Flying debris bare- 
ly missed Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Wade IV, who were on the 
opposite side of the house. Wade estimated damages at 
$7,000, bitterly declared: “We'll still be here even if we 
have to pitch a tent.” Neither the Wades nor a patrolman 
assigned to the house, scene of bitter racial controversy 
for two months, could explain the blast, which ripped 
stone veneer from walls, hurtled flooring into the ceiling 
and demolished two bedrooms and a bath.

Jamaican Minister of Finance Donald Sangster, ac- 
cused of asking the country’s secretary of treasury to 
waive an income tax bill against a former government 
official, was summoned to appear before the island’s su- 
preme court on a contempt of court charge. The Jamaican 
attorney general charged Sangster intervened to prevent 
the collection of due taxes from Frank A. Pixley, a for- 
mer minister of finance. 


Hunt Mau Mau Killers Of 7 African Teachers 

A search was launched for a 10-man Mau Mau gang 
which ambushed and slashed to death seven African 
teachers from a Methodist school on the slopes of Mount 
Kenya near Nairobi. Police said the attack indicated the 
anti-white cult was turning its attention to intimidating 
loyalist schools. 


African Boycott Slashes Trade In Uganda 

A boycott in protest to stern British governing policies 
has reduced the African trade in Uganda to a tenth of its 
normal volume, British officials announced in Kampala. 
Sponsored by the Uganda National Congress, the boycott 
—during which men grow beards and women buy no new 
clothing—was called to protest the exile of African chief- 
tain Mutesa II, for refusing to cooperate with the British.

Pa. Author Becomes Translator For F rench Aquney

Writer Wins $1,861 Suit Against N. Y. Newspaper 

Ellis A. Williams, world traveler and free lance writer, 
won a $1,861 judgment plus court costs against the New 
York Amsterdam News for articles he had written on the 
West Indies and South America. Williams, who charged 
that the newspaper ran the articles and refused to pay 
him, won the case in municipal court, but the newspaper 
appealed the verdict to the New York supreme court, 
which upheld the lower court.

The Southern Rhodesian government lifted a ban on 
African newsmen joining the Rhodesian Guild of Journal- 
ists, and the trade union’s sole Negro member, Masotsha

Catholic Bishop William L. Adrian of Nashville, Tenn., 
ordered all parochial schools in the city open to both 
Negro and white pupils and said one of the two Negro 
parishes, Holy Family Church and its schools, will be 
sold. Chancellor of the diocese, Rev. Charles M. Williams, 
said the order applies only to Nashville.

Administrator Fired By St. Louis Hospital Board 

Elmer V. Mosee, administrator of the People’s Hospital 
in St. Louis for 10 years, was fired by the hospital’s board 
of directors. In a statement issued by J. E. Anderson, 
president of the board, he explained Mosee’s ouster as 
necessary “if the hospital is to serve the community to 
the fullest extent.” The Negro-owned and operated hos- 
pital was founded in 1894, was moved to its present site 
on a Federal grant secured by Mosee.

Virgin Islander Named To Caribbean Health Group 
Dr. Roy Anduze, a graduate of the Howard University 
medical school and commissioner of health for the Virgin 
Islands, was appointed a member of the research com- 
mittee on medicine, public health and nutrition of the 
Caribbean Commission. Dr. Anduze is the United States 
representative on the four-member research committee, 
which studies general health and sanitation conditions 
of the islands and reports to the Caribbean Commission. 
The commission has 16 members—four each from the 
United States, Britain, France and the Netherlands. 
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Detroit Medic Sued For Limited Divorce In D. C. 

Mrs. Geraldine Beavers, wife of Dr. Robert M. Beavers of 
Detroit, filed suit for limited divorce in Washington, D. C., 
charging that in recent years the physician has become 
addicted to excessive drinking and that he ignores her.

Mrs. Anna Waterman 
Doles, 37, was told by the superintendent of the Michigan 
Children’s Institute that her son, Jack Waterman, could 
not live with her and her Negro husband Maurice Doles 
because “society in general does not accept mixed mar- 
riages.” The boy, who visits his mother’s home daily and 
calls his Negro stepfather “Pop,” lives in a foster board- 
ing home. The institute has threatened to get a court 
order to prevent the boy from visiting his mother. She 
has appealed to the NAACP for help. 


Detroiter Held In Love-Death Of Young Mother 

A 34-year-old Detroiter, Carl Clark, was freed on $2,500 
bond after he was arraigned on an involuntary man- 
slaughter charge in the death of a 24-year-old mother who 
bled to death following intimate relations with Clark. 
The woman, Mrs. Ina Meade, suffered lacerations of her 
intimate parts as well as bite marks on other parts of 
her body. She bled to death in the basement apartment 
she shared with her husband, Howard A roomer in the 
same house, Clark admitted he and Mrs. Meade had been 
lovers since the Meades moved into the house three years 
ago. Said Clark: “Her death was an accident.” 
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Marine Shoots Wife, Kills Self At Prison Chapel 

A U.S. Marine shot his estranged wife twice in the back 
and killed himself outside the chapel of a Wilmington, 
N. C., corrections farm, where the woman had been sen- 
tenced to 60 days for being drunk and disorderly. Asa 
Rae Scott was permitted to visit his wife, Clementine, and 
was tcld she was attending services in the prison chapel. 
He called her outside, shot her, then killed himself. 


Cal. Woman Says Ex-Lover Kidrapped Her Child 

An unmarried Los Angeles mother, Miss Ernestine Tay- 
lor, filed suit charging that her ex-lover, Eddie Ivory, 
“spirited away” her 10-months-old son last June 3 and 
asked the court to restore the child to her, to name Ivory 
as the child’s legal father and force him to support the 
child. Miss Taylor’s suit claimed that the baby, Dorendo, 
was born as a result of intimate relations with Ivory over 
a 29-month period. She said Ivory refused to give the 
baby to her unless she “returns to him.”

In this case, the woman 
had endured a shadowy, 
“back street” life, reared an 
illegitimate child. But after 
a quick two months of 
mourning, her man married 
a debutante of undisputed 
reputation, causing the cast-off mistress to lament: “May- 
be I did not make it plain I expected him to marry me.” 

Yet, in spite of such instances of the “other woman’s” 
eventual defeat, the odds she may have on leading her 
lover to the altar seemingly depend upon the section of 
the country in which she lives. As one dowager points out: 
“Around Cleveland, men shy away from the scandal of 
divorce and the unpleasantness of court proceedings. Our 
men may play around with other women,” she observes, 
“but the extra gals are just diversions.” 

Likewise, a Boston matron squinted her eyes, then 
raised her lorgnette, and stolidly announced: “Seldom do 
men marry the other woman in our city. Out of seven 
cases of philandering I have known in our community,” 
she recailed, “only one married his paramour—anc then 
only because she had a successful business and property.” 

And in New Orleans, “nine times out of 10 the kept 
woman loses,” according to one social worker. Says she: 
“Louisiana men marry old-fashioned girls with demure

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manners and sweet smiles—the clinging vine type. They 
take pride in rearing large families, seldom defy. the 
church (most are Catholics) to divorce the wife. The 
‘other woman’ definitely is a toy to be enjoyed and kept 
according to the man’s income, but rarely to be married.” 

Nevertheless, one New Orleans lawyer surprised friends 
by marrying his “other woman.” She was an attractive 
girl who bore him a son, and he, in turn, financed her 
through college. After her graduation, the attorney di- 
vorced his wife and married her. 

In the same category, and of more importance, are at 
least six international society leaders who won their fa- 
mous husbands by cutmaneuvering incumbent wives. One 
of these “other women” literally wore her man down by 
parking in his office daily, complaining the town was 
gossiping about their love affair, and threatening to shoot 
him if he did not divorce his wife. He did. 

Another of the sextet was a glamorous, wealthy coed 
who walked into the classroom of a southern college, took 
one look at the professor and vowed to marry him. When 
her campus pal protested he was already married, quipped 
the seductive flirt: “So—there will be one more divorce.” 
There was. 

One midwestern city had a series of divorces involving 
boudoir romances with other women, including that of a 
real estate broker who ran off with his wife’s best friend, 
and a father who married the choir partner of his teen- 
age daughter. 

But in marriage, as in war, to the victor often belongs 
only the spoils, and holding a man after successfully out- 
jousting his wife is not always easy. Once in the position 
of wife, the “other woman” may discover her hard-won 
mate is but a “hit-and-run” adulterer.

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A TIME TO LAUGH

t Someone had put a double-whammy on Gadein, a 
gangling, awkward African tribesman who always zigged 
when he should have zagged. Hard luck and Gadein were 
bosom pals. Smaller boys outwrestled him. Girls insulted 
him, ona his friends jostled and tripped him. Yet, Gadein 
= laughed, for he loved a joke. To his father, 
however, Gadein was no laughing mat- 
ter. Thoroughly disgusted, Abu Butan, 
many-bellied African chief, bundled his 
son off to the Buna Service Corps, a na- 
tive unit attached to the British Army. 
@ Laurence Thompson’s first novel, A 
Time To Laugh (Mesner, $3.50) traces 
Gadein’s fumbling efforts to adapt him- 
self to the ways of white men. It soon 
becomes clear that Gadein is not cut out 
Thompson for Army life. He wrecks a couple of 
trucks, tumbles off a cliff with another. He is court-mar- 
tialed and imprisoned on false charges. But the spirits 
(that Gadein believes in so firmly) finally relent. The 
decision is reversed; Gadein is released from prison, dis- 
charged and awarded 20 pounds. 
®@ These pounds open dazzling vistas to Gadein. Back in 
Kenya, Abu Butan shushes his explanations, hints broadly 
that his son has made a small fortune in a series of big 
deals. Abu Butan throws a festive marriage feast for his 
son, places him at his right hand, tells all: “Gadein is 
very cunning, it is necessary to be cunning to get the 
better of the English.” 
® Novelist Thompson tells his story with rare warmth 
and power. The nicest thing about the book, aside from 
its sparkling dialogue, is that naive, trusting Gadein, 
abused by a world he does not understand, emerges in the 
end victorious, a sparkling, unspoiled innocent.—L.B. 
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The Negro Market In TIME: The hens, long-ignored $15 billion 
Negro market is “making businessmen everywhere sit up 
and take notice,” states an article in Time magazine. 
Businessmen are being made aware of the profitable and 
virtually untapped Negro market through a Kodachrome 
movie made by Chicago’s Johnson Publishing Co. and 
entitled The Secret of Selling The Negro. Featured in the 
movie’s cast is Commerce Secretary Sinclair Weeks, who 
cites census figures showing that “the Negroes’ total in- 
come has quadrupled since 1940” and that “the median 
annual income has risen almost four times, from $489 in 
1939 to $1,943 in 1951, while the income of whites has in- 
creased less than three times.” Businessmen, “notably in 
the South, where two-thirds of the 15 million U. S. Ne- 
groes live,” are taking new notice of the Negro customer 
by hiring Negro salesmen, addressing Negro customers as 
“Mr.” and “Mrs.” and showing them superior instead of 
shoddy goods, the article concludes. 

Inside Ethiopia In READER’S DIGEST: “The main thing about 
Haile Selassie’s fortresslike, mountain-high domain is 
that it is a semi-savage country being brought to modern 
times overnight,” writes John Gunther in Reader’s 
Digest. Ethiopia, Gunther writes, “is one of the most 
spectacularly beautiful countries in the world,” is the 
size of Texas, Oklahoma and part of New Mexico com- 
bined and has a population estimated variously between 
10 and 20 million. The country’s ruling class, the Am- 
haras, “consider themselves to be white no matter what 
their color is” and call Americans and Europeans “pink,” 
the article states. Ethiopia has unbelievably fertile land, 
poor roads and communication, one railroad and more 
cattle than people. With more than 60,000 children in 
Ethiopian schools, and fully one-third of the national 
budget allotted to education, the article concludes: “The 
best thing in the kingdom is the Emperor’s education 
program.”
